It was alſo a Duty incumbent on any Tranſlator to have avoided all 


equivocal Expreſſions and ambiguous Words, which might make ſome 


es very intricate and obſcure, that probably were very intelligible 


in the French Regiſter. Can any greater Unaccuracy be committed than 


this Doctor hath done in the material Point of the Number of Com- 


panions whereof the Order conſiſts ? Several other ſuch-like Inſtances are 
obvious. He hath given us a Sketch of his Abilities in Antiquities in

II. whoſe Mantle was depoſited in the Veltry 
at Windſer, in the *eighth Year of that King. Now in this ſeventh Year | 
Thomas Holland (afterwards advanced to the Dukedom of Surry) was on- 
ly ten Years old, being no more than twenty three Years of Age at the 
Time of his Father's Death in 20 Rich. II. And hence we retrieve the 
Name of a Knight of the Garter, which hath not hitherto occurred in 
any Caralogue, that is of Thomas Holland, the ſecond Earl of Kent of that

It is ſaid principally, becauſe ſome other Motives hereafter to be men- 
tioned, might alſo be in the View and Deſign of the moſt heroick Foun- 


der of our Order. 


It muſt be here premiſed, That the Enquiry is reſtrained at preſent, 
to ſhew for What Reaſon the Order it ſelf was inſtituted, and not upon 
what Occaſion the Garter was made the chief Symbol, and gave Deno- 
mination to it, which muſt be the Subject of another Diſquiſition; 
whereon I ſhall now only obſerve, that I can never believe it was pure- 
ly humourſome, or accidental, or wholly allegorical and myſtical, as 


the antient Author 4 Belvaleri interprets it, who hath given a Rationale 
or Explication of the Mythology or Moral (as he would have it) of every 
little Particular in the Fabrick or Make of the Garter.

Order, which I think hath not been done by any of the numerous Wri- 
ters on that Subject. By it then I underſtand a Brotherhood, Fellow- 
ſhip, or Aſſociation of a certain Number of actual Knights, ſubjected 
under a Sovereign or Great Maſter, united by particular Laws and Sta- 


tutes peculiar to that Society, ſomie whereof relate to warlike Purpoſes, 
into which College the Companions are admitted with certain Ceremo- 
nies and ſworn to the Obſervance of thoſe Statutes, and are diſtinguiſhed 
by ſome particular Habits, Enſigns, Badges or Symbols, which uſually 
ive Denomination to the Order, the Vacancies wherein are from Time 
to Time ſupplied by Nomination or Election, for which, and ſeveral other 
Ends and Purpoſes, the Members are oblig'd to aſſemble and hold Chap- 


ters: And though the Proofs of theſe ſeveral Parts are within the Com- 
paſs of my Deſign, however, for avoiding too great a Breach in the Be- 


9 ginning of this Letter, the ſame ſhall be poſtponed to be reſumed in the 


Sequel hereof, ſince ſuch an Examination will caſt a great deal of Light 


in this Matter. 


It would be Labour in vain to ſearch for the Commencement of any 
Military Order beyond the * rwelfth Century: The Religious Ones are of 
a more early Date than the Civil Military ones, and owe their Original to 
the / Cruſades, but both were in all probability inſtituted upon 4 ſame 
Proſpect and Deſign, which might be the Giving mutual Aids and Sup- 
ports in War, the Former againſt the Enemies of Religion, the Latter. 
- againſt the Enemies of the Sovereign ; and the great Succeſs the Former 


met with againſt the Infidels, might encourage and excite £ Princes to 


erect the Latter for their own particular Defence and Security; for if we 
caſt our Eyes on the Founders of them, we ſhall find them Perſons famed 
for their military Enterprizes and warlike Policies; and by ſurveying theſe 
Orders, their Inſtitutions will appear to have been at ſuch critical Times 
when the Sovereigns or Founders were either making preparations or actual-

ly engaged in Wars with their Neighbours. 


But to deſcend to more poſitive Arguments, in peruſing the Statutes 


of the reſpective Orders, we ſhall meer an expreſs Article, which in ſub- 

ſtance, though in different Terms, requires an Aſſiſtance to be given in 
War to. the Grand Maſter at all Events, accompanied generally with the 

ſtricteſt Prohibition from bearing Arms againſt any one Member of the So- 
ciety.

Garter, and bear alſo an Analogy to the Cuſtoms of it: So there are the 


like Precedents of Renunciations of foreign Orders, when the Compa- 
nions have quitted the Intereſts of the Grand Maſters.

_ of Chaſteauwillain in 143 2 returned the Golden Fleece when he entred into 


the Alliances with France, for which latter Action he was eatly blamed .

But the moſt uſual Expedient that Princes took to obviate the lying 
_ under a ſingle Obligation on one Side only, was, as in the preceeding Ex- 
ample of the King of Arragon and Duke of Burgundy to receive each 
others Orders mutually at the fame time: But not to * repeat the Prece- 


dent of the Dukes of Burgundy and Orleans, touching their reſpective Badges, 


I choſe rather to inſtance their Sons and Succeſſors in theſe Dutchies; 
and here occurs a memorable Tranſaction, that in 1440, when Charles 


Duke of Orleans was with the greateſt Generoſity ranſomed from his Im- 


priſonment in England, after the Continuance of twenty five Years, by the 


Duke of Burgundy, who had not only advanced the entire Sum, but gi- 


ven him his own Niece, Mary of Cleves, in Marriage, and honoured him 
with an Election into the Order of the * Golden Fleece ; yet this Duke of 
Orleans refuſed the Acceptance of it, unleſs the other would firſt receive

and how far they. participated in the Diſtinctions of this Order, your

Conduct and Protection is given to all Perſons of all Kingdoms for their 
coming, ſtaying, and returning home, which Safeguard was declared to 
remain in force till the Offaves of the Purification.

The Deſign of the preſent Collection is by Way of Promptuary to 


aſcertain the Perſons of the Knights Companions, and their Succeſſions 
in the ſeveral Stalls, and to ſhew, that each of them anſwered the Quali- 


fcations required by the Statutes, of a noble Birth, and Merit in military 
Exploits, and that briefly : for the Drudgery of compiling Pedigrees from

tinctured with Barbariſms, and recited in the old Spellings, ſince ſome 


may think a certain Sort of Veneration is due to them: Thele naked 


Annals of Facts without their Cauſes, Springs, and Moti ves, deſerve by 


no means the Name of Biography, which ſhould inform us with them, and 


dhe particular Abilities, Endowments, and Excellencies of the Perſons, 


whether their Talents were moſtly for the Field or the Cabinet, or equally 
to both, the two grand Branches of political Studies. The Friends to 
Antiquity are however not few, and ſome may take the Labour of run-

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and yet there are 21 Companions enumerated, and four Stalls ſaid to be 
then vacant, which doth complete the Number of the whole Fraternity, 
and according to this Computation here could be then no room for 
him; fo that if He was elected in or before the 21 Year, that Electi- 
on is to be ſuppoſed vacated for want of an Inſtallation. . 
It is neceſſary therefore to reflect on the Negligence of the Compiler 
of this Book, who as Mr. * Afemole hath obſerved omits ſometimes 
the Names of Knights recorded in the Regiſtrum Chartaceum; and tis 
capable of ſuch a Demonſtration as Hiſtorical Facts can demand, that in 
this (22dor 23d Year) under Examination, He mult be guilty of a groſs 
Error by not placing the Name of the Duke of Conimbre among the 
Companions, who as we ſhall ſoon ſee, had been inſtalled in Form be- 
fore this Time, and which is memorable, He is in this ſame Black-book 
ranged as One of this Society in the preceeding and ſubſequent Years.

The Editor ſhall not attempt any Eſſay upon his Character: The 
Rule which he hath preſcribed to himſelf as inviolable, is to ſay nothing 
that may render him ſuſpected either of Partiality or Prejudice.

related to the Lives of their Contemporaries : But he here propoſes them 
rather as Examples of Caution, than as Models, which he is yet deter- 
mined in this Reſpect to follow: He ſhall think his Pains in the preſent 
| Specimen abundantly rewarded, if he hath been able to retrieve any va- 
luable Monuments from Duſt and Oblivion, relating to the former

ed, at firſt known by the Stile of Kings of the Heralds, to whom in Procels 
of Time the Title of Kings of Arms was attributed, becauſe the Order of an 
Herald of Arms was comprehended within rhe Dignity of a King of the 
| Heralds by way of Involution as a Part in the Whole, or as the Inferior 
is within the Superior; for heretofore as no Herald of Arms could be 


created, unleſs he had gone through the Apprentiſhip of a Purſevant, ſo 


no Perſon was advanced to be a King of Heralds without paſſing through 


the Office of an Herald of Arms; but theſe Gradations have been“ de- 


termined to be unneceſſary in Vſiminſter-Hall, and that Promotions may 


be made per Saltum in this Office. The Office then of a King of He- | 
ralds included that of an Herald of Arms ex vi Ordmis, and thence the 


Term of Arms became at length an Appellation given to thoſe Kings as 
well as to the Heralds to whom it did originally belong: But it muſt not 


be inferred, that ſuch Kings of Heralds were no more than the firſt or 


primary Heralds of Arms preſiding over the others, for the Support of 


Regularity and Government, for theſe Kings were of a ſeparate and higher 
Order and Character, that is, upon their Creations thereto became in- 


veſted with ſome Singularities of Power and Privilege, and were _ 5 


ualified with a Capacity to perform ſome Functions and Truſts, which 
* had no Authority or Pretence to execute or claim, while they were 


only in the Claſſis of Heralds : Hence it was that the Heralds of Arms, 
upon their Advancement to be Kings of the Heralds, had a new Method of 
Creation and Coronation in a Form very much different from that of their 


former Admiſſion to be Heralds of Arms, and an Oath of a different 
Tenour was adminiſtred to them, which, with ſeveral other Particulars 


that might be named, ſufficiently prove a Diſtinction of Order, if the 
Publiſher is not miſtaken in his Notion of that Term.

HNHaovever that may be, this Cuſtom was univerſal, and whoever will 

write to any Purpoſe touching the Officers of Arms, will find himſelf 
very much inſtructed by cabling Foreign Authors; for though each 
Nation, according to the Greek Proverb, is governed by its own particular

Grand Articles, wherein heretofore the Heralds were concerned, at leaſt 
in all the Preparatory Parts; and for that Reaſon all Officers of Arms 
were then eſteemed one Fraternity, joined in a ſott of focial federal Union, 
and reckoned together as conſtituting only one College, fo as they were 
not circumſcribed to the Execution of their Offices within any Limits, 
and if it may be allowed to carry on the Similicude to the Spiritual State, 
they were in this Reſpect not unlike the Biſhops, who are all Members of 

the ſame College, whereby not only the Biſhops of each Province, but all 
of them throughout the Catholick Church are Fellows and Colleagues ; 
and though they are bound to the Circuits of their Dioceſſes in Matters of 
- contentious Juriſdiction, yet in Point of Order are univerſal. Thus theſe 
Officers of Arms were in all Kingdoms permitted to execute their Offices 
indiſcriminately, and had wherever they went a Participation in the Fees, 
and the leaſt Injury ſhewn to them was reſented by the Prince to whom they 
| belonged as an Infraction of the Laws of Nations, which is only hinted in 
this Place to juſtify the Collector in making Quotations throughout this 
Diſcourſe from Writers of Foreign Kingdoms. IT”

Armes, for ſuch as were completely armed, and probably 


the © Sergeants at Arms owe that Appellation to their being thus arrayed, 


being Originally inſtituted by Philip the Auguſt in 1192, while he was 


in the Holy Land, to defend his Perſon by Day and Night againſt any 
Aſſaſſins that might be ſent to him by the Ancient of the Mountains, that 


is the then Soveraign of the Capyci ſettled in the Mountains of Phenicia 


between Tortoſa and Tripoli, who made a Trade of murdering Chriſtian

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A Spamſh 9 Author mentions their being in the Wars without Offen- 
ſive Weapons, which a late French ” Writer extends to all Places; and to 
the fame Purpoſe in an / Engliſo MS. Heralds may not in any wiſe either 
in © Tyme of Peace or Warre weare any Armes offenſive ”; bur ſhall by 
all Princes be permitted ſecurely to paſs, to appeaſe all Wars, Bartels, and 
particular Combats between Kings, Princes, Knights, and Gentlemen of 
Reputation. Thus Grammond deſcribes the Herald, who ſummoned 
Rochelle in his Coat of Arms with a long Rod, cetera inermim. 
We have a more antient Proof from a Law entred in our old Statute 
Books, there entituled Statutum Armorum, which muſt be made in or be- 
fore the Year 1296, when Edmund the King's Brother, and Sir William 
de Valence mention'd therein died both of them: The Words relating 
to our Purpoſe are thus imprinted by Rob. Redman in the Edition of Sta- 
tutes 1539, „Et que null Roy de Haraz, ne Miiſtraux ne porte pune 
« [ privee for this is the Reading in ſeveral old Manuſcripts] armure, wautre 
« forſque lour eſptes ſans points: Et que les Roys des harax eient lour houces 
« des Armes ſans pluis”. No King of the Heralds, or Miniſtraux ſhall uſe 
[privy] Armour, or other, fave their Swords without Points, and the 
Kings of the Heralds ſhall have their Houces of Arms without any more: 
Some Obſervations ought to be made hereon. Sir Henry“ Spelman inter- 
prets Miniſtraux here to ſignify Miniſters ſubordinate to theſe Kings, that 
is in his Opinion Heralds and Purſevants. This Expreſſion Kings of 
Heralds, doth indeed imply the Exiſtence of Heralds, and er the 
Collector diſputes not the Exiſtence of Purſevants at that Time alſo, 
yet 'till the Record of this Act ſhall be found, and thereby the Ortho- 
graphy of che Word here printed Mimiſtraux be ſettled, the Inference of 
this moſt Learned Gloſſographer may not be ſupported, for in ſome * Ma- 
_ *nuſcripts tis wrote Meneſtralx, and then it imports a Prohibition to the 
King of the Heralds, and to the King of the Minſtrells, an Office of 
great Antiquity alſo in this Kingdom, as will be ſhewn hereafter, and 
the Collector is induced to ſuppoſe this latter may be the true Reading, 
becauſe theſe Miniſtraux or Mmeſtralx, whoever they are, ſeem not to be 
allowed Houces d. Armes, which he thinks the Heralds then had. The 
Minſtrells in ? Chaucer's Time were diſtinguiſhed by Red Hats like thoſe 
of the Cardinals, but never were, as this Editor believes, habired in the 
Military Houces or Tabarts of their Maſters; and to countenance this 
Conjecture, that Minſtrells are here deſigned, it is obſervable that theſe 
are often joined with the Heralds in the Ancient * Largeſſes or Rewards, 
for heretofore it was their Employment, on great Solemnities, to celebrate

Ti true however that ſome of our Kings did on great Feſtivals give 
their Robes to the © Minſtralls, as the Kings of * France, till the Reign 
of Philippe the Auguſt, did beſtow on the Players their Habits, which they 
intended to wear no more, but theſe were Ordinary © Veſtments uſed in 
Civil Ceremonies, and not the Military Tabard or Coat of Arms of the 
| Soveraign, {ſuch as the Heralds of Arms wore, which the Collector gueſſes 
to be the Meaning of the Word Houces des Arms in this Starute, and is 
inclinable as yet ro conjecture, that the Adjunct of Arms was Originally 
attributed to the Heralds from their being thus apparelled in the Surcoates 
of Arms, in the ſame Form that their Founders uſed them in Battles and 
Feats of Arms, which Coats were uſually known by the Term of Arms only. 

French Author concurs, who ſpeaking of a King and an Herald 
of Arms faith, © Il ſe dit ainſi, car il peut porter la cotte d Armes de ſon + 
c Prince”. He is ſo called becauſe he may bear the Coat of Arms of his 
Prince. Let us then examine the Import of the Words Houces des Armes 
here mentionect.

The Names given to Habits in different Ages are very difficult to be 
explained, for there were new Words coined to expreſs new invented Fa- 
ſhions, whereof the Reader will be convinced by the long vocabulary de 
re veſtiaria placed at the End of Du Freſnes Gloſſary, without goin . rs 
to the Lunule Batronatum Dextralia, Diſcriminalia in St. Cyprian's Tract of 
the Habit of Virgins. The Word in this Statute is variouſly ſpelt in the 
Copies, Houces, Hoezes, Honſces. The Gloſſographers generally inter- 
pret Houces to ſignify Boots worn in War, or rather J Buskins, for the 
Shoes were not affixed to them. Hence William Rufus, from a ſhort 
Boot was ſirnamed 2 Court-hoſe, and even the Statute of“ Ed. IV, which 
prohibits Cordwainers from ſelling Shooes, Huſeaus, or Galoches upon 
Sundays, is in the Repeal thereof by Hen.

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The Learned Gloſſographer writes, Thar the Title of Kings of Arms, 
or of the Heralds, was attributed to the Officers of the“ Crown, and the 
Style of Heralds {imply to the Officers of the Princes of the Blood and 
of the Nobility. It mult be a Miſtake, if it be meant either that the 
Crown had not ſimple Heralds in all Ages ſince the Commencement of 
the Office of Arms, or that the Name of Kings of Heralds was attri- 
buted to all the Kings Officers, as the French Kings Barber was of courſe 
named, Le Roy des Barbiers. * Moreau indeed lays down a Rule to 
this purpoſe, That Kings only can have Kings of Arms, and Dukes

It would be very eaſy to run through the Inſtances of the 
Officers of Arms erected by the Titles of other Military Orders, 
But though this Appellation of Farretier Roy d Armes d Anglois was in 
purſuance of this Inſtitution uſed by * Bruges, on whom this Office was 
firſt conferred and given him by the Officers of Arms themſelves aſſem- 
bled in Chapter at ?, Roan, and alſo by the Decree of the Duke of * Cla- 
rence made for the Government of them, and though all the Parents 
which have conveyed the Office have expreſſed the ſame as one ſingle Office, 
Cum preemmentiis hujuſmodi Officio ſpectantibus —officium illud —eidem offi= 
cio — diffo Officio —ratione ejuſdem Officii, G c. yet a new Doctrine hath 
been ſtarred by diſtinguiſhing him from all other Officers, which was 
that Garter had two diſtin& Offices inſeparably united in his Perſon, one 
the Office of a King of Arms of the Order, the other of a King of 
Arms in the College. If no more was meant by this Poſition than that 
| Garter had ſeveral Functions and Duties incumbent on him by Vertue 
of his Inſtitution, tis as certainly true with Regard to him, as it is with 
Reference to all other Officers of Arms, who execute ſeveral diſtinct 
Branches or Articles belonging to their Profeſſions, whereof ſome relate

in his Patent ſtyled Principal King of Arms of Engliſomen, and the Chief 
or Principal Officer of Arms of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 
which latter Terms ſeem ſtrongly to imply that there are other ſubordi- 
nate Officers of Arms belonging to the Order. In the warm Diſpute above- 
mention d, in the Reign of Hen. VIII, carried on in Writing between 
Garter and Clarenceux, the latter treating of Marſhalls or Deputies, hath 
theſe Words, that © Garter becauſe he was an Officer of Arms to the ſaid 
Noble Order, hath appointed to be under hym in the ſaid Office an 
« Herald and two Purſuivants for his more eaſe to be ready to do ſuch 
cc things as He ſhall commande them touching their Office. He doth 
not ſpecify the Titles of this Herald and thoſe Purſevants, but in another 
Place he alledges, that Windſor Herald, Rongecroix, and Bleumantle Purſe- 
vants, were erected by Hen. V, belonging to the Office of Garter : He 
zs miſtaken in the Ara of the Inſtitution of the former, as will be ſoon 
ſhewn ; Windſor, is indeed the Place wherein the Order was fixed, Rou- 
gecroix, the Arms of the Tutelar Saint of it, and the Robe thereof is a 
Blue Mantell, and in two Entries as low as the Years 1513 and 1520. 
Sir William Dethick then Garter, ſtiles Rougecroſſe to be Garter's © Purſe- 
' vant. But the Collector doth not ſuppoſe the ſubordinate Officers of 
Arms belonging to this Order are confined to ſuch only who were par⸗ 
ticularly appropriated, or attendant upon Garter King of Arms, but

Soveraign in the above named Decrees of the Duke of Clarence, who in 
Conſequence thereof, Orders, That © all other Kings of Arms, Heralds | 
cc and Purſevants ſhall honour and reverence him, as the Chief and Prin- 
ce cipal of the ſaid Office, according to the Tenour of his Creation ”. 


And the Conſtitutions made by the Officers of Arms themſelves, afſem- 


| bled in a Chapter at Roan, within a ſhort Time after the Inſtitution of 
| Garter, furniſh us with the moſt unexceptionable Proof of the Nature and 
Extent of this Soveraignty, for it was agreed by their unanimous Con- 
ſent, Thar all Officers of Arms ſhall promiſe him Obeiflance within the 
« Office of Arms, and take an Oath for that Purpoſe ”. Something 
vill be hereafter ſaid touching the Authority of theſe Decrees, and of theſe = 
JCCEVVVVVJV%%%%0V% dd . 
In the before recited Controverſy, Sir Thomas Wriotheſly Garter having 
alledged, That he and all his Predeceſſors in that Office had been reputed, 
and at all Times taken as Soveraigns, and Principals of the Office of 
Arms, Benoilt then Clarenceux makes this Remark on it, © That he mar- 
ce yails that the ſaid Garter ſhameth not to preſume to take upon him, 
< that any of the Kings Servants, or any of the Kings Subjects ſhould 
e call him as their Souverain, which name of Souverain only appertain- 
ce eth and is incident to the Kings Royal Majeſty, and to none other 
« Perſon within this Realme ”. Whoever is poſſeſſed of any Right, that 
gives him a Preference before others, may doubtleſs juſtify his aſſert- 
ing it, without incurring the Charge of Preſumption, Ambition, or 
Inſolence, while it is done without vain Oſtentation and Contempt of 
others; and tis the Duty of all Perſons inveſted with any Authority to 
execute the ſame with Prudence, Reſolution and Moderation; to this 
Charge therefore Sir Thomas made the following Reply, That he, and 
£08 Fi other his predeceſſors hath alwayes ben taken, and named, as 
“ ſouveraigne in th'office of Armes, as may appere by diverſe prece- 
« dents, as well remayning with the faid Garter, as with other of the

However it cannot be any Abatement or 
Diminution to them to allow that there had been ſeveral in this Fraternity, 
before they were born, endowed with Talents anſwerable to the Dignities 
of their Offices, and alſo with extraordinary Perſonal Abilities. : 
The Officers of Arms in this Kingdom had heretofore the Character 
of * ſurpaſſing all Forreign Ones in the Knowledge and Practice of their 
Faculties; ? Hetfor Boethius cannot be ſuſpected of Partiality in this Matter, 
who owns that this Superiority was univerſally given x Sa Now if 
no more than two Officers in this Kingdom were truly Great from the 
Foundation of this Society, what Credit is to be given to the Forreign 
Hiſtorians, who give their Heralds, confeſſedly inferior to the Engliſh 
ones, the ample Characters of bringing Splendour to, and (if it may be 
fo ſaid) even Adorning their Profeſſions. The higher Degrees of theſe 
Offices of Arms were then beſtowed on Perſons whoſe Genius had long 
bent them to this Study, and whoſe Education had duly qualified them for 
the Exerciſe of it, and not as meer Kindneſſes, upon bare Recommendati- 
ons, or any Sort of Civil Simony, and then they fully anſwered the Epectati- 
ons of the Publick. It would be no Difficulty to nominate Officers of. 
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this Kingdom throughout almoſt all the various Titles, who have excelled 


in their Sciences, bur the preſent Enquiry muſt be confined to the former 
Garters, whom we ſhall find tranſacting the moſt important Matters of 
Stare during the Succeſſion of many Years, and filling their Places with 

that Sufficiency, as they ſeem to deſerve the Character of being truly Great 
in their Profeſſions.

to Forreign Princes, and attending on our Embaſſadors abroad, or upon 


Forreign Embaſſadors ſent hither; and in all thoſe Caſes he was not only 


paid by the Crown, according to the Number of Dayes he was thus em- 
ployed, but according to the generous Cuſtoms of that Age was alſo 
rewarded by the Forreign Princes, to whom he was thus ſent: It was 


the Magnificence of thoſe Times to make ample Gifts to the Officers 


of Arms, and even to thoſe who brought Defiances or challenged a Time 


and Place of Battel. There were occaſional Fees due to theſe Officers, 


as well in Times of War as Peace, in ſome of them Garter had a ſeparate 
Fee to himſelf, and in others participated in a Dividend with the Whole 

Fraternity: In Forreign Wars they all had ſtated Liveries and daily Wages 

according to their Degrees, and in Civil Commotions or Rebellions had 


large Perquiſites; they received Droicts for rhe firſt diſplaying of Banners, 


and were rewarded by the Generals of the adverſe Party, to whom they 


carried Meſſages, and frequently by the Towns which they ſummoned.

and Animoſity, by thoſe Applications his Admiſſion by the uſual Oath 
into the Chapter of the Order then ſoon held was deferred, which com- 


pelled him to juſtify this Clauſe, and himſelf in the Method of procuring 


it by a * Repreſentation ro Walſimgham Secretary of State, and Chancellor 


of the Order, wherein he inſiſts on theſe Rights as inherent in this Office 


in purſuance of the Signets of Hen. VII and VIII, the Conſtitutions de- 


_ clared in the Chapter of che Garter, and by ancient Precedents, and then 
he expreſſes his Wonder, that Clarenceuwx and Norroy ſhould take the Li- 
berty to offer ſuch an Objection againſt the Inſertion of theſe Words, 


when Clauſes of the fame Import had been fo lately added in the Pa- 


tents of theſe reſpective Officers, © Literas Patentes Armorum Claris wviris, 


cc inſignia, arma & Criſtas, cetera, alia Nobilitatis monumenta, quam di- 


cc ſitandi & corrigendi arma, and having taken notice of the concurrent, 
or rather reverſionary Patent of Norroy, not long before given to Glover, 


he avers that Segar then Portcullis engroſſed the Bill whereon his Patent 


g paſſed, which though probably might be no otherwiſe mentioned by him 
than as it tended to the Vindication of Letæworth, yet ought not to be 


omitted here, ſince this ſame Perſon afterwards oppoſed him, as will be 


ſhewn, with the greateſt Activity and Violence. Some Books acquaint 
us, that this Memorial exhibited againſt him vas ſo far countenanced, that 
the Original Patent was taken from him. If that was the Fact, tis how- 


ever certain that at the next ſucceeding Feaſt of the Order, the- Sovereign 


expreſsly ordered the uſual Oath to be adminiſtred to him; and we find 


the Salary contained in this Patent was paid him during the Queen's 


Reign according to the Tenour of it; but whenever he afterwards fell 


under Difficulties, the Addition of this Clauſe, and the Want of a formal 
Creation were repeated as grand Objections to him, notwithſtanding this 
his Admiſſion in Chapter had been ſolemnly determined by a Judge- 


ment in the King s-Bench to be a full Legal Inveſtiture.

Within few Years after his Promotion to this Place, Mr. Brooke was 


admitted into the Society, who not only joined with his Opponents, but 


delighted himſelf by declaring a profeſt Enmity to him. This Perſon was 
of a fierce, impetuous Temper, unwearied and implacable in Malice, 
who to gratify his Appetite of Revenge ſtuck at no Deſign or Practice, 


| how vile ſoever, though by the compaſſing thereof, he brought himſelf 


into the Danger of Puniſhment, of which his inſidious black Contrivance 


to ſurprize and entrap Segar the ſucceeding Garter will be a laſting Evi- 


dence. Hence there aroſe perpetual Animoſities and Diſcords in this Fra- 


ternity, which broke out into Actions and Law Suits in moſt Courts; and 


ſtopp'd not there, for Memorials and Remonſtrances in Writing were 


Confederacry againſt him, and the conſtant Oppoſitions he met with did 


handed about of each others Infirmities and Defects in Life, which were 


drawn with great Acrimony, and their mutual Hatred became ſo mor- 
tal, that the Breaches could never be made up; for they rejoiced conſtant- 
ly to combate each other at the ſame Weapons, and by all Methods to 


meditate each others Ruin. The Event of theſe Conteſts on both Sides ought 


do be an Example of Caution to ſucceeding Officers, for though Brooke 


| firſt ſaw Dethick deprived of his Freehold by a ſummary Proceeding which 
will be ſoon related, yet he had little Reaſon to triumph upon it, for 


within a ſhort Time this Precedent was turned upon himſelf in as large an 


Extent, wherein he deſerved little Pity, if any be due to a Member of a 


College who bends all his Wit and Skill to ſer up new Schemes and Syſtems - 
contrary to the antient beaten Paths, with new Models of Amendments and 


Abatements of old Orders and Diſcipline ; for it will ſcarce be lamented if 


premeditated Deſigns to cruſh others recoil upon the Head of the projecting 


Boutefeu to his Diſgrace and Confuſion. Brooke was ouſted likewiſe of the 


Frechold of his Office by the ſame Power to which he had appealed againſt 


Dethict, and the Cauſe aſſigned for it was his Inſufficiency of Knowledge 


requiſite for an Officer of Arms, which Charge in Truth is ſomewhat 


ſurprizing, after the Books publiſhed by him, which ſhew at leaſt that age 
laboured with Induſtry according to the Meaſure of his Literature. The 


Experience of latter Times hath ſhewn us other Examples of ſuch Reta- 
lations, when Innovations have been {er on foot, where the Contrivers 
haue ſuffered at length by their own Inventions 3 Favour hath and will be 
found fluctuating, which theſe two fierce Contendants found ſo ſenſibly, 
that both of them were at different times driven to recur to the Protection 
of the Common Law for Writs of Aſſize, upon which Derhick had bene- 
ficial Terms granted him, and Brooke was re-inſtated in his Office, and 


died in Poſſeſſion of it. 


But to proceed: This Office of Garter had not been I conferred

upon Dethick, till the Violence of his Paſſion prevailed ſo far over his 


Reaſon, that to wreak his Spleen upon Mr. Glover Somerſet, and to bring 
him into Disfavour, he with the greateſt Indiſcretion ſigned and exhibited

5 an Information againſt him for declaring his Opinion in a private Con- 
verſation, and poſſibly in Confidence of Friendſhip too, that after the 
acen's Demiſe the Right of Succeſſion to the Crown of this Realm was 
in the Iſſue of Hen. VII, which at that Juncture for Reaſons of State was 
a nice and critical Point to be aſſerted : This haſty imprudent Action in 
his Conduct was doubtleſs the Recourſe of all the Troubles brought on 
him in the ſucceeding Reign; for though King James conferred upon him 
the Honour of Knighthood on the 13th of May, juſt before his Coro- 
nation in the firſt Hurry and Rapture of univerſal Joy, yer the original 
Information which he had given againſt Glover was very ſoon laid before 
the King by his Adverſaries, with the aggravating Inference, that he was 
no ? Well Willer (as tis expreſſed) to his Majeſty's ſucceeding Right; {6 
that in the Month of January following a 2 Bill paſſed under the Signet 
for advancing Segar Somerſet to this Office of Garter, upon which Founda- 
tion, without the Authority of the Great Seal (which it may be reaſona- 
| bly believed was ſtopt by ſome Caveat) this Perſon under the Appellation 
of ” Rex Armorum Ordinis, adventured to carry the Enſigns of the Garter 
to the King of Denmark on the 23d of June that Year; but Sir William | 
ſoon after this Dſſeizin became reinſtated; for on the 8th of September he 
was joined in a / Commiſſion by his proper Stile to inveſt the Duke of 
Wirtemberg, though in the Execution thereof he fell under a Load of new 
CTenſures, which Inveſtiture was performed upon the 6th of Novemb. 
1603. Upon his return home, a Warrant paſſed the Signet Office 
in May 1604, to pay yearly to William Segar, therein named Garter, the 
Charges of the Eſcutcheons for the Knight's Companions, and Dethick 
was forbidden to wear his Coat on * Chriſtmas-Day 1604, and in a

Caſe is allowed to be conferred on the Lord Spencer by this Term Lega- 
tus, though it is inſinuated that Word ought not to have the ſame Effect 
as to Dethick, becauſe, as tis darkly objected, he was fo named in this 
| Commiſſion as a Thing incident to bis Office of Garter ; tis not very appa- 

rent how that Incident ſhould diſqualify him from the Uſage of this Title, 

for it will not be aſſerted that it was fo inſeparably incident to him chat 
he could have acted in this Inveſtiture purely by Vertue of his Office 
without being impowered by a particular Commiſſion, yet when ſuch a 
Commiſſion was thus granted, conſtituting this noble Lord and him 
Legatos, (which as to him was in purſuance of an inherent Right of his 
Office) Derhick however was cenſured for uſing the ſpecial Title of an Em- 
_ baſſador, and for ſetting up Lodging Scutcheons, which is an honorary 
Priviledge belonging to all Embaſſadors, both which, as tis ſuggeſted, this 

Lord was ſufficiently authorized to do by this ſame joint Commiſſion : Let 

us ſuppoſe then this Garter had been at that Time employed in other Ser-

Extent as this Lord Spencer, and ſince Garter hath ſometimes ” ſingly car= 
ried the Enſigns of this Order (as other / individual Perſons have done at 
different times) we may ſuppoſe for Argument fake, that Dethick had been 
ſent alone to this Duke of Wirtemberg by ſuch a Commiſſion as was 
now granted, with the only Variation of placing the Singular inſtead of 
the Plural Number, in which Caſe in all probability his Right to the 
Character of an Embaſſador would not have been called in queſtion ; bur 
indeed this was a joint Commiſſion without any ſeveral ſeparate Powers, 
and to wave the Enquiry whether in the Abſence of one of theſe Legates, 
the other could have ſtrictly executed the Authority, tis certain that if 
the Accident of the Death of either of them had happened, this Commiſſi» 
on would either have ceaſed of courſe, or the Powers might have been 
executed by the Survivor: If it ſhould be imagined that it became vacated 
by this Contingenty, it muſt be becauſe each of them was joint in the Le- 
gation, and conſequently participated equally in the Title of Legates; but if 
it ſubſiſted, then it might have chanced to have devolved upon Derhick, 
who then would have been as perfect an Embaſſador, as if the ſame had 
accrewed to this Lord by his Surviyorſhip, unleſs ic ſhould be thought ſome 
ſort of Difference, that Dethict, as incident to bis Office, was to perform ſome 
particular Functions in the Inveſtiture, and that ſuch Operations ſo far de- 
rogated from the Dignity of an Embaſſador, as even to cancel that Title

have acted either in the Abſence, or upon the Death of Det hic, or if an- 
other Perſon or Perſons had been joined in this Commiſſion with this 
Lord inſtead of Dethick, then the Performance of theſe Ceremonies, Which 
are ſuppoſed to be incident to the Office of Garter, and which according 


to the Notion here implied would have extinguiſhed Derhick's Character 


of an Embaſſador, mult of courſe in either of theſe Circumſtances have 
been finiſhed by this Lord himſelf, or ſome of the Perſons joined with 
him, which Actions are not pretended to operate by way of Abatement + 
to this Lord or to any other Perſon, much lets the defacing their Character 
of Embaſſadors, fo that a Perſon acting by Vertue of a proper Commiſſion 
in a ſubject Matter incident to his Office loſes the Eſſence of an Embaſſa-

In theſe Solemnities of Inveſtiture, when Garter is joined by Vertue 
of a Commiſſion, that Inſtrument is firſt read, and the Enſigns being 
brought by him, he delivers them in Order to the firſt named in that 
Commiſſion, and actually aſſiſts in putting them on the Knight Ele, 
and reads the proper Admonitions; theſe latter were heretofore thought 
more proper for the Province of an * Eccleſiaſtick, and for that Purpoſe, 
and to adminiſter the Oath, a Clergyman was frequently conſtituted one 
of the Embaſſadors, which Character was not thought to be in the leaſt 
impaired in the Clergyman by theſe Adminiſtrations, much leſs by this 
means render'd a Nullity.

But then as to Dethick's Uſage of Lodging Scutcheons in this Journey:

becauſe in deducing the Hiſtory of the Execution of this Office, it would 


be an Omiſlion contrary to the Rules of Sincerity to conceal the Uſur- 
pations made upon ir, for ſeveral Years during the Rebellion and Civil 


Wars; an Officer of Arms is not at liberty to ſuppreſs any Thing, in 
him it would be even à criminal Silence to forbear calling Injuſtice 


and Iniquity by their proper Names in whatever Shape, Time, or Place 


they appear, ſo that the Editor cannot be charged with Breach of Chri- 
ſtian Charity, good Nature, or good Manners, by expoſing to publick 


View ſuch Intrudets, who by Force or Fraud have at any Time invaded 


this Office in defiance of Legal Patents: 


Anthony Wood © acquaints us, that on the z oth of OF. 1646, Votes 


paſſed in the Houſe of Commons, that Bys/he ſhould be Garter King of 


Arms and Clareuceux; but there muſt neceſſarily be ſome Miſtake in theſe = 


Numerals; for though he had indeed uſurped on the former Office more 


early, yet that of Clarenceux was then illegally invaded by another Perſon, 


for in the Funeral of the Earl of Eſſex General of the Forces raiſed by the 


Parliament, folemnized on the 2 2d of OFF. 1646, and publiſhed by that 
Authority, Edu. Byſb Eſq; is named Garter, Arthur Squibb Eſq; Claren- 
ceux, William Ryley Eſq; Norroy, George Owen Elq; Tork Herald, John 


Beauchamp Portcullis, William Croume Rougedragon, and John Watſon Blew- 


mantle. This Squibb was promoted by the aſſumed Authority of this Par- 
liament, upon the Endeavours of his Son in Law John Glyn a noted 


and leading Member, while Sir William Le Neve Clarenceux waited accord- 


ing to the Duty of his Allegiance on the King at Oxford: This Squibb died 
within few Years, whereupon the Commiſhoners according to the Power 


gdàiven them (as they ſtile themſelves) by Ordinance of Parliament, did on 


the 12th of June 1650 appoint f Edward Bys/he Eſq; Garter to execute 
alſo the Office, and bear the Name of Clarenceur, with all Fees, Stipends, 
Privileges, Powers, and Immunities belonging thereto; who continued 


in Poſſeſſion (if that Word may be given to an Intruder) till the Vear 
1658, when upon ſcandalous Terms with the above-mentioned 8 Ryley 


he permitted him to take a Grant of the Office of Clarenceux from 
Oliver. R 


Eduard Bycſbe of the Pariſh of Burſtoue in Surrey was a Bencher in 


 Lincolns-Im, and a great Practicer in the Court of Wards by which he got 


an ” Eſtate, and erected a fair Freeſtone Houſe at Smalfield in that Pa- 


riſh, which he often juſtingly ſaid was built with Woodcock's Heads: To 
him Mr. Camden Clarenceux, on 1 Off. 1617, exemplified, confirmed,

of Lords, on 19 March 1645, being ſenſible (as tis worded) that many 


Perſons had aſſumed the bearing Arms of the Nobility and Gentry, or- 
dained ſome Lords and Commons with Power not only to ſettle and re- 


gulate the Office and Officers of Arms, but likewiſe ro ſupply the Offices 
of Conſtable and Marſhal of England. But tis no ways to be wondred 


that our Bys/he was appointed one of the ſelect Commoners for executing | 
theſe Powers which he had formerly voted illegal in a Committee, while

The Crown, by the Grant in this Patent, created Dugdale to be Garter, 
with the Libœties and Commodities thereto belonging, and antiently ac- 
cuſtomed; and the Habendum limited this Eſtate to him during his good 
Behaviour, with all Rights, Profits, and Emoluments any ways appertain- 
ing, in as large Manner and Form, as any Perſon (whereof his Predeceſ- 
ſors to Sir Gilbert Dethick incluſive are ſpecified by their Names) did enjoy, 
or any other whatever had formerly enjoyed the ſame. The Terms Grant 
and Habendum are here uſed in their technical Senſes, becauſe in the Eye 
of the Law they have their proper Operations; ſo that if after them, any 
Powers be inſerted in Letters Patents, ſuch an Inſertion could be of no va- 
lidity, unleſs ſuch Power had been incident, or Parcel of the Office before 
granted. The Grant then and Habendum contain a Reference to the antient 
Rights of Garter in as ſtrong comprehenſive Language, as Grammar can 
expreſs; and here it would be an unpardonable Omiſſion to paſs over the 
judicial * Determination in the very Caſe of Garter, that ſuch a general Re- 
ference to a former Patent or Grant was fully effectual in Law. Then 
there follows in this Patent, a new#independent Clauſe ſolemnly uſhered in

jame Royal Declaration hath been continued in the Parents of the ſucceed- 
ing Garters, in the ſame Poſition after the Grant and Habendum, yet under 
the Umbrage of this Clauſe, ſuch an unlimited Power hath been exerted 
over one of them, that the two Provincial Kings were by Warrants from 
a late Deputy to the moſt Noble Officer mentioned in this Clauſe, com- 
manded to grant Arms jointly, though from the View of theſe Inſtruments 
it appeared, that one of theſe Provincials, in every Inſtance, acted with- 
out his own Diſtrict, and within the Territories of the other; and by this 
Means Garter principal King of Arms, without the Charge of Diſability 
or Misfeaſance, was for a conſiderable Tract of Time entirely excluded from 
executing one of the moſt beneficial Articles of his Function, declared to 
be his Right by the very Conſtitutions of this moſt noble Order. 
The critical Rules of writing an Hiſtory of the Succeſſion in this 
Office, may not ſtrictly juſtify the entring into a Debate, touching the 
true Import, and Interpretation of this Clauſe, and in Truth the Dif- 
cuſſion of that Point, would take up goo great a Compaſs in this Place. 
But ſince all Authorities and Powers either incident to Offices, or dele- 
gated by the Crown are Branches of Property, and included within the 
Notion of Meum & Tuum, it cannot therefore be eſteemed any Breach of 
Decency, or good Manners, if Garter, whenever he ſhall apprehend him- 
ſelf aggrieved, ſhould according to the Nature of the Truſt repoſed in him, 
attempt to vindicate the Rights of his Office in a Treatiſe for that Purpoſe, - 
with Softneſs of Expreſſions, and a reſpectful Deference; for it cannot be 
expected, he ſhould tamely relinquiſh them out of a ſervile Fear of offending 
any Perſon: whatever.

It would be a tedious and uſeleſs Repetition to enter upon the Particu- 
lars of the Life of this moſt induſtrious Antiquary, which have been 
printed in ſeveral diſtinct Pieces, wherein Care hath been taken to give a Cha- 
racter of him not inferior to his Merits. It would doubtleſs have been ſome 
Advantage if he had reſided in the College, and executed his Office in Per- 
ſon, where his Character and Experience might have ſupported the Eſteem 
and Reverence, that he muſt well remember had been paid to that Sta- 
tion before the civil Wars; but when by Reaſon of his Age, and his 
Attachment to his Affairs in the Country, he by Permiſſion deputed his 
Son to execute this Office (who at that Time, and during his Father's 
Life was in no higher Poſt than that of Vindſor-Herald) he ſeemed not 
to have the Intereſt of his Succeſſors {ingly in his View.

In January 1679-80 
he obtained a Signet to be Norroy King of Arms, which ſoon paſſed un- 
der the great Seal. And after the Death of Sir William Dugdale, he ob- 
tained a Signet in February 1685 to be Garter during his good Behaviour, 
his © Patent for it being dated on the xith of March 2 Fac.

ceſſively to three Perſons in the Decline of their Ages, when it might 
have been imagined, each of them ſhould have contracted their Thoughts, 
and much rather have retired from the Fatigues of the Offices they then 
enjoyed, than engaged themſelves in farther Ones by undertaking to pre- 
fide at the Helm. As the Branches of the Functions of Garter are many 
and of large Extent, fo ſeveral of them require a Briskneſs, Vigour, and 
Reſolution in the perſonal Execution of them, for whenever thele ſhall be 


exerciſed by the Direction or Adminiſtration of inferior Officers, during 
any Inſufficiency of the Principal, in Abilities, either of Underſtanding, 


or of the Body, though no Diſadvantage ſhould accrew to the Service of 
the Publick, yet the Succeſſors in this Office may experience the ſame Incon- 


veniences from them, as Eccleſiaſticks ſenſibly feel in thoſe Benefices,

It hath been obſerved how careful Sir William Dugdale was, that the In- 
tention of Sir Edward Walker in the Donation of ſome Manuſcripts ſhould 
be made effectual, which occaſions the mentioning another Legacy. 
Mr. Camden Clarenceux in his Will written with his own Hand, made the 
following Deviſe, © as for my Books and Papers, my Will is, chat 
ce Sir Robert Cotton of Conington Knight and Baronet ſhall have the firſt 
« View of them, that he may take out ſuch as I borrowed of him, and 
I bequeath unto him all my imprinted Books, and Manuſcripts, ex-

[ow is to Nicholas Charles] coſt him ninety Pounds. What other Col- 
lections he had by his Induſtry recovered, and what particular Treatiſes he 
left in his own Writing, the Editor knows not; however it is not only cer- 
tain that Sir Richard St. George ſucceeded him in the Title of Clarenceux, but 
that ſeveral, if not all of theſe Books which belonged to Nicholas Charles,

giſter. However Sir Gilbert Dethick ſeems to have taken his Oath before 
the Sovereign, out of a Chapter, if a“ Ritual may be credited, though 
the Authority of that Inſtrument may juſtly be queſtioned, in that it ſpe-

The Character of an Officer of Arms belonging to an Order, might be 
. ſufficiently known within the Verge of it, without any particular Diſcri-

ſuch Officers have been likewiſe employed in foreign Parts to defy Princes,

Treatiſes, which gravely aſſert that Bacchus, Alexander &c. made 


ſuch poſitive Conceſſions of Tabarts to the Heralds ; Former Ages indeed 


delighted in the Vanity of ſuch romantick Flights; However thus much 


we may ſafely inferr from ſuch Fables, that ſuch Veſtments had been worn 


by Heralds beyond the Times of the Memory of the Inventors of theſe 


far fetched Stories. A much latter Writer! Favin indulged himſelf in as 


whimſical a Fancy, by deducing theſe Coats from the Vails of -Wool 


worn, as he faith, by the Roman Fecials, when they denounced War, 


through which Vails he ſuppoſes, that in Proceſs of Time, a Paſſage was 
cut through the middle, to let out the Herald's Head, by which means 
one Part of theſe Vails hung on the Breaſt, and the other on the Back:

Upon the Subject of Garter's Badge, Mr. Aſemole hath gone no farther 
back than to the Aſſignation by Queen Ex. and it may be thence con- 


jectured, that he ſuppoſed this Officer had no Right to any Eſcutcheon 


antecedent to that Reign: But though ſuch a Poſſeſſion could not be 


proved by any poſitive Evidence, yet there are ſeveral probable Indications 


of it. In moſt Articles relating to the Heralds, there was a Similitude 


and Parity throughout all Dominions, and as theſe were publick Perſons 


cConſtantly ſent with Meſſages, which were verified or authenticated by their 
Characters, it was more particularly requiſite, there ſhould be ſome Emblem 


or Signal, whereby this Character ſhould be publickly demonſtrated, which, as 


it hath been ſhewn, was an Efcutcheon in Times of Peace, and herein there 
was a Conformity between ſome of our and the foreign Officers: And it 
would be very ſtrange and incongruous, that the Principal King of Arms 


mould be debarred a Privilege enjoyed by Norroy and other Subalterns, and 
even by the Purſivants, who were only Novices and Probationers, whilſt 
that Badge too was of that Significancy, as not only to diſcriminate theſe 
Officers, but to confer Immunities upon them; Beſides the black-Book ob- 


ſerves, that the Order of the Golden-Hleece was erected upon the Model of 


our moſt noble Order of the Garter, and the Analogy between the Sta- 
tutes and Cuſtoms is apparent to View; now at the Inſtitution of it in 
1429-30, a Badge was appropriated to Toiſon d' Or the Herald of it; and 


though it ſhould be admitted our Garter ſhould not have had any Eſcut- 


cheon appropriated to him before that Time, yet conſidering the Inter- 


_ courſes between the Courts of England and Burgundy, and that theſe Sove- 


reigns mutually accepted the military Orders of each other, and alſo the re- 
ciprocal Embaſſies of Garter and Toiſon d'Or to theſe reſpective Princes, it is 


ſcarce to be imagined, that the former ſhould be denied any Honour, which 


was allowed to the latter; for though the greater Part of the Statutes of 
the Golden-Fleece were borrowed from hence, yet no Inconſiſtency will re- 
ſult from a Suppoſition, that there might be new Decrees made in our Or- 
der, to imitate the Cuſtoms of the other in ſome few Particulars added 


by the Dukes of Burgundy. Thus in Fact, in the French Copy of the 
Conſtitutions relating to the Officers of our Order, with Reference to the 


Immunities of their Perſons, Servants, and Goods ſettled by Hen. VIII, 


there is an entire Paragraph tranſcribed literatim from an Article in the firſt 


Statutes of the Golden- Heece, though it is no Ways improbable, that this 
very Clauſe might be originally incorporated into the Laws of that Order, 
from ſome Decree made at firſt in a Chapter of the Garter, which hath 
periſhed by the Length and Injury of Time. But it chances, that there 
are ſome Sculptures remaining, wherein Garter is repreſented in the Exe- 
cution of ſome Branches of his Profeſſion without any Tabart; as at the 
Inveſtiture of the Emperor ” Maximilian in 6 Hen. VII, where he is pictured 
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with a Collar about his Neck, to which is appendant upon his Breaſt a 
Jewel or Badge in a circular Form, but by Reaſon that Limning is in Mi- 
niature, the Impreſſion on it is not diſtinguiſhable: And ar the Inveſtiture 
ol Ferdinand Prince of Spain in 15 Hen.

There were doubtleſs ſeveral Monuments erected for theſe Officers, 


which according to the Cuſtoms of former Ages, exhibited their Pourtraic- 
tures upon their Tombes ; the Effigies of Clarenceux King of Arms, (who 
died in 1427) is {till 7 remaining, having on his Head a Crown with 
Fleurons, like thoſe in the Coronets of the preſent Dukes, and Clarenceuxr -

old Manuſcripts in Vellom, relating to the Inſtitution of the Office of

Note is added, Thar there are 
two Rods in the Order of the Garter, . one white ſignifying Joy, the other 
Black denoting Puniſhment; and probably this Obſervator believed, that 
this white Ro might be firſt allowed to Garter, in Contradiſtinction only 
to the Black Rod carried by the Gentleman Uſher in that Order, who hack, 
his Denomination from it, and in Truth was an Officer of much earlier 
Inſtitution than Garter, and whoſe Buſineſs it was to apprehend and arreſt 
any Knights Companions, who tranſgreſſed againſt the Statutes: Bur 
though a white Rod might well be eſteemed the Signal of Joy, ſince our 
municipal Law hath reckoned it the Emblem of? Peace; yet conſidering : 
the Similitude and Analogy throughout all Kingdoms in Matters re- 
| lating to Officers of Arms, it may be ſuppoſed, that this Symbol of a 
white Rod was rather allowed to Garter in Correſpondence to a general 
_ Cuſtom, than given him ſingly with a View to the Black Rod; though 
it muſt be confeſſed that the Banner on the Rod of Garter, is relative to 
Kings of Arms in Hungary, Bohemia, Norway, Suedeland, Poland, and 
in other Places (whereof Inſtances will be ſoon given) had Rods, which 
many Authors term / Scepters. The firſt Commentators upon the Inſti- 
rution of Heralds according to the legendary Drapery of their Ages, derived 
the Deſcent of theſe Rods from the Caduceus, the Symbol of Peace aſcribed 
by the Pagan Theology to Mercury, whom they gravely denominate the 
Herald of the Gods; and if they had known, that the Pater Patratus the 
chief of the Roman Fecials, held a * Scepter at the confirming Treaties of 
Peace to ſupply the Abſence of the Statue of Jupiter, they would gene- 
rally have contemned that Original as of ſlender Antiquity, though indeed 


one of theſe. Writers is contented to aſcribe this Inſtitution to a“ Decree = 


of Julius Ceſar. There could be no Apology made for quoting ſuch 
Dreams, unleſs we were thereby aſſured, that Rods had been the known 
Enſigns of Heralds in theſe Ages, when theſe credulous Authors thus rack d 
their Inventions to deduce * Pedigree of them. But no Cenſure is 


hereby intended to be laid on ſeveral latter Writers, who in their Latin 


Hiſtories, have expreſſed theſe Officers by the Term Caduceatorer. 
But to deſcend to Facts, there are ſeveral Solemnities of Funerals pub- 
liſhed in Sculpture. La Ruelle printed that of Charles Duke of Lorain, 
where Sicily King of Arms is figured with a Rod reſembling a Marſhal's - | 
Staff, called there baculum Feciale ; whereas the Heralds and Purſivants then 
attending are without any Rods: At the Funeral of the Emperor Charles 
V, the principal Officer Tojſon d'or is drawn with a Rod not enſigned with 
2 Crown, and the Heralds and Purſivants are without any Rods; and in 
the ſame Manner theſe latter are repreſented in the Funeral of Albert Arch- 
duke of Auſtria, wherein the Premier Roy d armes is pictured with a Rod

upon the Proclamations of Peace, whereof it was antiently a Symbol, or 
at the Proclamation of the King: We find the firſt * Arms at the 
7 Inauguration of Ch. ii. to the Dutchy of Brabant 2 4 Febr. 1666, carried 
his Caduceus ſurmounted with a Royal Crwwwuw. 
| Theſe Precedents relate only to Kings of Arms, but then there are Ex- 
0 preſſions in ſome Hiſtorians, that Heralds were in Poſſeſſion of the ſame 
Privilege of Rods, though it may be not improbable, that theſe Wri- 
ters in ſeveral of theſe Caſes uſed the Term Herald according to the uſual 
| Senſe, wherein it hath been and ſtill is, frequently attributed to and in- 
cludes Kings of Arms: Therefore the Herald who = bore © bacillum liliis 
« diſtinttum, when he ſummoned the Baron de Soubixe, might be of this 
ſuperior Order; as alſo the “ duo Regii Heroldi,” who held Rods in their 
Hands at the © Funeral of Frederick the ſecond King of Denmark ; and the 
 ®Heralds of Auſtria, Hungary, and Bohemia, who carried white Rods at 
the Emperor's Election 4 * be of the ſame Claſſis, if at that Time there 
was any real Diſtinction between Kings of Arms and Heralds in Auſtria. 
However the French Authors (as it will be ſoon ſhewn) allow Rods to 
their Heralds with ſome Diſtinction in the Form of them, which might

he would have Power over their Standards, Banners, in Juſts Sc.) That 
the Sovereign ſolemnly created ſuch a Marſhal by Ceremony, and that too 
on ſome ſplendid Feaſts, when an Oath was required for the Execution of 
this Office; all which Rules muſt have been eminently violated, if any 

Provincial Kings ever preſumed to depute a Number of low Mechanicks, 
and among others a Woman, to act as their Deputies or Marſhals through- 


out their Marches, or within any Diſtrict of them; and it could be no 
Mitigation of this Tranſgreſſion, that ſuch Deputations were granted for

during good Behaviour (in whom, as the Terms are, Confidence; Truſt 
and Skill are required) could juſtify the Aſſumption of ſubdelegating ſuch 
Power. Certainly that Officer cannot without a very ill Grace inveigh 
ainſt the interloping of Painters, who hath himſelf went beyond ; 
Bounds of his own Authority, in giving Sanction to the Actions of the 
moſt ignorant of them, who have not returned any of their Proceedin 
to be regiſtred in the College. We have the following Words in a Law- 
Report. Action lies for any Deputy, as of the King of Arms, who hath 
© a Patent and Power by Commiſſion to make a Deputy to enquire of 
Matters about his Office, when he hath done it, to ſay of his Deputy he 
came and fat by Force of a forged Commiſſion, and he is a Scrivener

But to return to the Rod of Garter delivered from the Jewel-houſe, 
which is in Length above two Feet, guilt at both Ends, the middle Part of 
Silver burniſhed as bright as Art can make it, at the Top of it a Banner 
of Gold, compoſed of four Sides of equal Height, but of unequal Breadth, 
on each of the two largeſt Sides, being Gay than an Inch wide, 
St. George's Crols impaling the Sovereign's Arms; on each of the leſſer 
Sides, ſomewhat more than an half Inch wide, the Croſs of St. George ſur- 
rounded by the Garter with the Motto thereon, being all curiouſly ena- 
melled, and the Top of the whole enſigned with an Imperial Crown. 
| There is allo delivered to Garter from the Jewel-houſe a Collar conſiſt- 
Ing of the Letters S. S., wherein the Provincial Kings and Heralds partici- 
pate, with ſome Diſtinctions in the Form and Materials of their Collars, 
but the Purſivants have no ſuch Enſign. The Editor ſuppoſes, theſe Col- 
lars were not originally given to theſe Officers with Relation ſingly to their 
Functions in the Capacity of Kings or Heralds of Arms, but as the Li-

Officers in the Houſehold who were not in any of theſe Degrees of Peer- 


age, for the Dignity and Support of the Honour of the Employments, 


Which they executed within the Verge of the Court. In this Eiſt was 
Garter, who (as it is recited and confirmed by the Conſtitutions declared 
in 14 Hen. VIII) was ſerved in the Court with * Baron Service, and that 
too immediately after the Dean of his Majeſtys Chappel, an Officer of 
great Character and Power in the Houſchold. If it was not in Conſe- 
quence of this Service, that Garter had a Privilege in the Ewery, till hge 
loſt it by the Emulation of one of the Provincials, yet the Narrative of 
it may be! inſerted, becauſe it is a Proof of his Attendance in the Court.

It is needleſs to produce other Arguments to prove that theſe Officers 
3 were, and ſtill are Servants to the Crown in the Royal Houſehold, becauſe 
it may be reaſonably ſuppoſed, this Honour will not be denied to them. 
In ſeveral Inſtruments from the Crown inſerted in this Work, Garter is 
termed the King's truſty and welbeloved Servant, and the like Appella- 
tions have been given to other Officers of Arms, and upon this Founda- 
tion the Petition of Treſwell one of the Heralds to be diſcharged from 
an Arreſt during the Seſſion of Parliament, was received by the Houſe of 
Lords in 43 Elz.

Our Common * Lawyers agree, that ſeveral Offices in the Royal Houſe- 
hold confer the Title and Addition of Gentlemen to thoſe who execute 
them, and lay down a Rule, that in Caſe ſuch Officers loſe theſe their 
Places, they return to be Yeomen, in Caſe they had not a previous Right 
to Gentry by Birth. The ? Treatiſe Entituled The Defrnition of an Eſquire 
concurs, with the Addition of the Manner, whereby this Gentry is con- 
veyed, and upon what Incident it may be loſt. © Such Eſquires as bear- 
ing Office in the Common Wealth, or in the King's Houſe, are there- 
fore called and reputed to be Eſquires, as the Sergeants at the Law, the 

Eſcheators in every Shire, and in the Kings Houſe the Heralds of Arms,

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Thus theſe Collars delivered to the Kings and Heralds of Arms, did 
(as it is here alledged) virtually and tacitly advance them to the Degree of 


Eſquires : But it ſhould be remarked that theſe Collars were not appropriated 
to theſe Heralds as Symbols of their Profeſſion, like to their Tabarts, and 


ſome other Enſigns; for other Officers in the Houſehold who were Eſquires 


participated with them in the like Honour of receiving thoſe Collars, 


which by the Favour of the Crown were likewiſe granted (as it hath been 


already ſhewn) to ſeveral other Perſons not reſident in the Houſehold. 


But in Caſe Heralds had nor received theſe Collars, yet it may be ſup- 


poſed, they became ennobled, even by Virtue of their Offices, ro which 
they were ſolemnly created: For Creation (as the Chief Juſtice / Coke ob- 
ſerved) is a Term applied to the conferring Offices of Dignity, which 
have Honour annexed to them; whilſt other Officers of great Authority 


are only faid to be conſtituted ; and ir hath been judicially determined, 


that the Heralds have ſuchꝰ Dignity by Virtue of their Offices, which are 
Part of their very Names; and hence doubtleſs it was, that the Epithet 
of Noble was attributed to them in Addreſſes and Compellations. : 
his Efquircſhip thus acquired by the Heralds, according to the former 
Authorities was extinguiſhed with the Loſs of their Offices; but by the 
Way, it muſt be remembred, that the Removal or Diſmiſſion of He- 
ralds from their Profeſſions is contrary to the antient Rules, by which 


their i Characters could only be effaced by actual Degradations upon Com- 


miſſions of ſuch Crimes, as would of themſelves have corrupted, and deter- 
mined their Gentry : But this Abolition of their Gentry is here reſtrained,

moſt of the greateſt Officers as well of State, as in the Adminiſtration of Ju- 


ſtice mult fall under the ſame Circumſtances. But though the Purſivants 


were admitted into the Royal Houſehold, yet they were entertained there 


at the“ Table of the Yallets, and upon this Account it might be, that 
Holme while he was a Purſivant and the King's Servant, had the Title of 
Teoman given him by Way of Addition in a Record, which was no Mark of 
Diſparagement in the Signification it was then uſed to the Servants within 
the Royal Houſehold. And thus * Froiſſart faith the Earl of Montfort ſent 


Notice of the Victory at Auroy par un varlet Purſurvant d armes; but pro- 
bably he might not intend any more than that he was Servant to that Earl. 


Beſides Purſivants were only Candidates, Probationers, and Novices, and 
might renounce that School, and therefore might not be admitted to ſuch | 


Diſtinctions which were reſerved to grace thoſe who were (if it may be ſo 
termed) Profeſſed, and thereby compleat Officers. It is true, there was 


in the Reigns of Hen. VI and of Hen. VII a Purſivant denominated Collar; 


but it is not reaſonable to be preſumed, that he had that Appellation gi- 


ven him, becauſe he wore any Collar like to the Heralds, which muſt 
have differenced him from all the other Purſivants; but that this Title 
vas impoſed upon him with Reſpect only to the Name of the Badge or 


Deviſe of the Crown, in a Method not unlike to the Stiles of ſeveral

We find the Heralds petitioning for their Livery Clothing like to other 


Gentlemen, and like the“ Eſquires in the King's Court, which was there- 
fore called“ de Seffa aliorum Scutiferorum ipſius Domini Regis; the Offices of 
the Kings of Arms and Heralds being Dignities, there was no Occaſion 
of any other Additions to aſcertain and diſtinguiſh their Perſons, though 

| ſometimes we meet with theſe Titles of Eſquires and Gentlemen attributed 


to them ? indiſcriminately; for in legal Proceedings it was no ? Miſnoſ- 


mer to ſtile an Eſquire only Gentleman, or to name a Gentleman by the 
Title of an Eſquire, though according to the ſtrict Rules, there was, (as 


it hath been intimated) a Diſtinction between them. 

But it is high Time to return to the Form of theſe Collars thus de- 
livered to theſe Officers. Mr. Aſemole deſcribes them in the following 
Words, “e that they are compoſed of S. S. linked together, and in the 


Middle of the Breaſt is a Roſe, and another in the Middle of the Back,

He goes on to acquaint his Readers that Knights have Collars of Sil-

Doubt of his Exactneſs in the Deſcription, Materials, and Forms of 


the Collars then worn, ſo that it ſeems the old Rules had been diſconti- 
nued, ſince the antient Treatiſe ſtiled Jura &c. which hath been ſuppoſed

But whether Gentility was conferred upon our Kings and Heralds 
by the Fact of inveſting them with this Collar, or elſe barely by Virtue of 
their Offices, it appears by a © Certificate of Toiſon d Or, that forcign Kings 


ol Arms though of no Extraction are ennobled from the Day of their Crea- 


tions, when they took their Oaths in Conſequence of their Letters Patents, 

and in that it is their Duty to correct the Tranſgreſſions and Exceſſes com- 
mitted in the bearing of Arms, a Power which ought not to be veſted in Ple- 
beians; and he farther atteſts that in Spain theſe Kings bear their Arms with 


Timbres, and at the Funerals of Princes and other publick Ceremonies they 


wear Swords in Sign of their Nobility, and in Virtue of their Offices: I.

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It hath been alſo 4 obſerved that ſome Authors have remarked, that He- 
ralds in Time of War ſhould wear Boots, and Buskins in Time of Peace, 
which brings us to the Conſideration of their Spurs. Herein a Dutch Au- 
thor following © Gerard Leigh lays down a Rule, that the Purſivant when 
he rides muſt wear / black Spurs, and informs us, that the Heralds in 
ug lame wear Silver Spurs. When black Spurs were brought to Rich. Il 


after his Abdication, he 2 refuſed to put them on, alledging that he had 


never forfeited his Knighthood, ſo that at Length guilt Spurs were deli- 
vered to him, and Mr. Camden“ acquaints us, that white Spurs became 


the Denomination of Eſquires. 


Thus the Editor hath collected ſeveral Fragments with Deſign to ex? 
plain the true Signification of all the Terms in the Title of Garter, and 
endeavoured to ſettle the Date of his Inſtitution, to deduce the Line of 
his Succeſſion, and to deſcribe the ſeveral Habits and Enſigns belonging to 


him, and he ſhould have readily proceeded to publiſh a Commentary upon 


his Rights declared by the Conſtitutions in 14 Hen. VIII, and ſuch other 
Privileges, as have been enjoyed by him from. the Time of his Erection, 
and upon each Article would have likewiſe ſhewed the correſponding Pra- 
Alice in foreign Realms; if he could have induced himſelf to believe, 
that ſuch a Diſcourſe might have proved acceptable to the Reader. 


It is indeed eſteemed a ridiculous Vanity, when Families reduced to 
{lender Circumſtances in their Fortunes, make Oſtentation of the Anti- 


quity of their Race, with the Atchievements and Rights of their Anceſ- 


tors; and poſſibly at firſt Sight it might have been thought no leſs abſurd, 


that Officers of Arms in their declining State, ſhould pretend to trouble the 


Publick with tedious hiſtorical Details concerning the Rights of their Pre- 


deceſſors, intermixed with Narratives of the Veneration heretofore paid to 
their Perſons and Characters; But ſuch an Imputation of Vanity cannot 
jultly be laid on any of them, who only aſſert the Rights, and vindi-

cate the Properties legally veſted in them. It is not to be denied, that 
the Society of Heralds for a long Time hath been ſinking in its former 
Eſteem, and like to ſome other Fraternities and Bodies Politick, hath been 


impaired in its Reputation by growing old, which is not ſingular in this

Age, when even Religion it ſe 
and wicked Men. The Publiſher could have eaſily aſſigned ſeveral Inci-

It may not be foreign however to give Inſtances of ſome Particulars 
which are totally diſcontinued: Solemn Defiances and Denunciations of 
War made to Princes in Perſon are wholly antiquated, (though the empty 


Shadow is practiſed by Proclamations of War at Home,) which the re- 
novwned Founder of our Order, while he was Vicar of the Empire, 
thought fo conſiſtent with the Rules of natural Reaſon, juſtice, and the 


Niceties of Honour, that according to his Magnanimity he reinforced the 


Obſervation of ſuch Indictions before any * Acts of Hoſtility were com- 


mitted. This his Decree doth not indeed ſpecify that theſe Defiances ſhould 


be made by Heralds, 22 ſome of that Order were * preſent at the 


making of it, and in Truth the © Bithop of Lincoln was then ſent to the 


King of France with Defiances drawn up in Writing, but the very next 
Tear, Gueldres Herald was diſpatched to that King to demand the Time and 


Place of Battle; however it ſoon became an univerſal Practice to employ 


Heralds ſolely to execute all ſuch Defiances : No Officers of Arms now at- 


tend in military Expeditions, wherein they formerly tranſacted all Matters of 
Intercourſe between the Armies, which it would be too large to rehearſe; 


neither are they now ſent in Embaſſies or Meſſages, or even permitted to wait 
upon Embaſſadors in Times of Peace; Tilts, Turnaments, and other mar- 


tial Exerciſes of that Nature have been diſcontinued; and the Reſpect for 
their Characters may now be at ſo low an Ebb, that poſſibly, if Heralds in 


this Age ſhould preſume to reprchend Perſons in exalted Stations for * vitious

or diſhonourable Actions, the former Rules which enjoined them that Daty, | 


and rendered their Perſons inviolable in ir, might not protect them in the 


Execution of that anticnt Branch, ſince that Liberty is not now eaſily born 


from Chriſtian Prieſts. Thus when the Lord Drummond of Scotland ſtruck 
the Lyon King of Arms during the Sitting of Parliament in 1515, his Pa- 
trimony and Goods were adjudged to be- confiſcared, and it was with great 
Difficulty that his Life and Honour was out of Favour indulged 3 
ſince the Occaſion of this his Impetuoſity and Violence was, becauſe this 
Officer had £ admoniſhed him to relinquiſh his Follies. We ought without 
Doubt to continue a pious Contention with Antiquity in Matters, which 
concern Vertue and Arts, and ſhould not out of a Spirit of mere Novelty 
ſink or ſlight any of their Inſtitutions, founded on clear Reaſons, for the 


Service of the Publick, which will always have their Weight with Men of 
impartial and unprejudiced Minds. But let us deſcend to Subjects, which 
are ſtill allowed to be within the Verge and Juriſdiction of this Society, and 

enquire, whether the Knowledge of them 1s not as beneficial to the State in 


the 2 as it was in former Ages? Are we now ſo knowing in the cri- 
tical Proprieties of Ceremonies relating to ſplendid Solemnities, that the 
Oeconomy of them may be left arbitrary? Should every Perſon walk in 


Proceſſions according to his own Scheme and Model, and is there no Occa- 
ſion for the Diſcretion of choſe, who by their Experience will direct an uni-

nity ſhould not be confounded in civil Life; that to keep up the Subor- 
dination neceſſary in Government the ceremonious Reſpects due to diffe- 
rent Orders, ſhould be known and practiſed; that Plebeians and Mecha- 
nicks ſhould not be permitted with Impunity to arrogate an Equality with 
antient Families in all their Privileges, or to aſſume their Arms; that ſuch 


hereditary Marks of Honour are proper Rewards of Vertue, and a Tri- 
bute due ro meritorious Actions; that the Knowledge of the Antiquity, 


Nobility, and Genealogies of illuſtrious Families, and the Preſervation of 


their Pedigrees in the direct and collateral Lines, will always be ſerviceable 


towards aſſerting the Truth of Hiſtory, and Chronology; and that with 


| Reſpect not only to the paſt, but to the preſent, and future Ages, and is like- 


wiſe abſolutely neceſſary to determine the legal Rights and Pretenſions, both 


of Princes, and of private Perſons; that decent Funerals in all Caſes, (and in 
ſome Caſes pompous Funerals) are Homages due to the Memory of the 
Dead, and proper to incite the Attendants to a lively Senſe and Emulation 
of their heroick Vertues : Certainly it will not be alledged, that all Perſons 
are indiſcriminately entituled to have the ſame Honours paid to them in 
their Funerals, for even the Directory it ſelf allowed Eſcutcheons and other 
Diſtinctions ſuitable to the Condition of the deceas'd ; and when Thbero 


celebrated rhe Funeral of his Uncle Scipio Africanus with earthen Pots and 


Goats Skins, the Romans depoſed him from the Prztorſhip ; for theſe brave 


and wiſe People, however famous for their Temperance and Frugaliry, 


yet delighted in publick and national Magnificence, though they deteſted 
private Luxury. It would be tedious to go through the Circle of the 


Duties ſtill incumbent on the Heralds; but if there had been no other than 


theſe Articles within the Purview of their Faculties, yet the Prudence and 


Circumſpection of Antiquity had been viſible in appointing ſelect and ſe- 
parate Perſons, endowed with Probity of Manners and liberal Educations, 


to be Guardians of theſe ſeveral Rites, who beſides the Meaſure of Reaſon 


common to them with other Perſons, muſt by their addicting themſelves pe- 


culiarly to theſe Studies be capacitated to be more competent judges; and 
if in theſe or any other Inſtances, theſe Officers can be made as ſervice- 


able to the Publick at this Time, as in former Centuries, it follows, that 
they ſeem in Juſtice to be entituled to the like Returns of Advantage with 
their Predeceſſors; for it is not reaſonable to believe any Perſons ſhould 

undergo the Fatigue of acquiring Qualifications, which are not attended 


with any Motive of Wealth, Intereſt, Credit or Reſpect. But in Caſe the 


whole Society be uſeleſs to the Publick, or the Officers in it are too many, 
it could be no diſcommendable Management, as Vacancies ſhall happen in 


the preſent Frecholds, to ſink the whole Fraternity, or to reduce the Num- 
ber. This Diſcourſe which hath been too prolix, ſhall be coucluded with 
a Paſſage from the Roman Hiſtory (as it is recited by Le Feron in his Trea- 
iſe concerning the Inſtitution of Kings and Heralds of Arms) touching the 
Queſtion, whether the Intention of the Senate to undertake a War being no- 


tified to the Garriſons of the Enemy in the Frontiers was a ſufficient Decla- 


ration of War, without a formal Indiction of it by the Fecials, in which De- 
bate that celebrated Conſul and General Paulus Emilius expreſſed a true Roman
